Columbus, O., March 14.— The bouse 
of rvpreieotatives gave up its time to 
passage of several local blll«. re- 
ferring liills at their second reading 
to committeeB and the receptloa ot 
»ew bills. . Forty-three mw ateMures, 
aCecUng a variety ot subjects, from 
olllMtp soap to trust companieB, were 
thsoivn upon the hi uFr'. Many ot these 
nMre read tor the second tine, a^ow- 
fat a disposition to htirry throagli all 

tbe local bills propai pd for the hopper 
There arc nciw ntaily ei^ht liiiutlreJ 
bills in tht' rnmmittecs, and there is 
talk ot an a^Journmenit wlthtn the 
mmt month. 

Among the hiUs Inf ivod'.ir.' rl was one 
tliGt d'Cflnes what is to be fonsldtired 
adulteration of soap and provides tor 
punishment ot those ewap manut^ 
Ciii«n or eellera who place mineral, 
ittpoluble or poisonous substances in 
«oap. A bill by Mr. Mlddleswart of 
Washington county, gives city coun- 
cils the right to ezpen4 monex tor at 
least thre« fn« concerts during the 
•un)mt'r season in the parks. The bill 
applies to any city in the state. A 
laeasure, by Mr. Ankeny of Oreen« 
coonty, regulates tho organisation ot 
guarantee and trust companies. It 
makes it nt'cesFary for these com- 
panit'fl to have a capitalization of at 
toMt l&OO.OOO and that one-halt of this 
most be deposited yUh the state trea6>- 
wnsT Instead of the iasurance commis- 
Bkm^r. 

Mr. Willis of Hardin county intro- 
duced a bill to establtoh the offlce of 
iaapeotor of county offices. His duties 
mu be to in*pciet «T«r7 county oMce in 
ihe state at least once a year. He is 
to be paid a salary of |2,000 per year 
anjd traveling and hotel expenses.

Senator Feraker's AdtfrsM on 
Hlll-n>i|- In the House. 

WashiiiK'on. ^!.u( r. 14.— At the ror- 
elusion o( routine business, the senate 
retnaed consideraUoa ct. the ship 
subsidy bill, and Mr Koraker (Ohio: 
addressed the senate. He sa'.d that 
while he expected to vote for the blil, 
he was not entirely satisfied with it 
Ever since he had studied the ques- 
tion he bad been of tbe oplaton that 
ths most equitable and scientific way 
to rehabilitate the meirhant marine o.' 
followers would be to Inaugurate the 
policy of discriminating duties under 
which the fathers of the country made 
our merchant marine the pride ot the 
country. He was of the opinion that 
upder the circuaistances it would be 
latpeeeible to aifOmpt to return to tha 
policy of discriminating dotlfs. He 
had consulted with bis colleagues In 
the senatft and ikcognized the lmp(.s 
albllity of s«f:urinjg a majority }n favpr 
of the polldr of dlscrimlnatlnt dnti«s 
Being desirous of building up the 
chant marine, he looked. th«»refore. for 
the next best scheme for accomplish 
ing this result. The next best plan, to 
his mind, for tiie building up ot the 
mr rchant marine was embodied in the 
pc iiding bill. 

Rt ferring to the purported piirchas 
of foreign steamsbip lines, Mr. For 
aker said by some It bad been m«n- 
tloned as If it were a crime. The fact 
was that it any offense d'etrlmental to 
the country had been comniittcd. it 
bad been committed by the senate 
self. 

As to the relative cost df the build 
ing and operating ships under the 
American flag, Mr. Koraker vai'l ttic 
preponderance of the evidenc« wa; 
against the proposMlon that tbe ships 
could be built In this country as cheap 
ly as they could be built and operated 
abrcMci. The proposed legislation, he 
Kaid, was such as would enable thr 
United States to build iad operate 
ahipa and fiv the flag of the m«rchan 
marine in every port of th« world.

A resolution 
was adopted to avvthorlie the secretary 
of war to kian tsnta to t^ Texas Con- 
federate neunion aasoclatlfoa, which 
meets at Dallas. April 22. Tbe confer 
ence report on the diplomatic and con- 
sular appropriation bIH was adopted 
and tlM house then reaum'ed consider- 
ation of tbe postofflce appropriation 
bill.

New York, Marc h H.— Fire that de- 
stroyed the postoHlce bulluing at 
North Pelhaon cauee^ the toss of obe 
life and tbe serious Injury ot two pir 
bons. The dead: Edwaid Tocum, IS 
years old. a newsboy. Mis. Yocum, the 
mother of the boy who was killed, 
jumped from a window and her back 
was badly wrenched and she was 
otherwise Injured. 

The building was a three-Story 
frame structure, the upper floor being 
occupied as dwellings. Mrs. Duaae, 
who was one ot the tenants, was ax- 
posed to the cold air and the excite- 
ment attending the Are. She had 
been suffering from pneumonia and is 
in a very weak condition. All tbe con- 
tents of the building were deatroyed. 
Including the registered letters in the 
postofflce and all other mail matter. 
The total os« is estimated at about 
120,000. 



Blaze at Cleveland.

Philadelphia. March 14.— Notices 
have been post.^d at all the collieries 
of the Fhiladilphia and K-adlng Coal 
and Iron company in the Sbamokin 
district and all the anthradta col- 
lieries In the Hasleton district, an- 
nouncing a continuation of last year's 
wage scale. The ac tlon of the com- 
panies ai.J individual operators in 
posting tbe notices at tbts time Is to 
anticipate the miners' conveDiUoa. 
which will be held In Shamokln begin- 
ning Tuesday of next week. At the 
recent convention of the United Mine 
Workers held In Indianapolis It was 
decided to ask for an additional In- 
crease of 10 per cent and an eight- 
hour day, but since the posting of the 
notices It Is not believed that any fur- 
ther cottcesBlone will be granted the 
miners by either the coal companies 
or Individual operators. A strike of 
the anthracite miners Is regarded aa 
possible. 



Weavers Quit Work. 
Pascoag, R. 1., March 14.— The 
strike ot the weavers in the mills of 
tbe American Woolen company has ex- 
tended to this village, thi3 weavers 
numbering about ISO of the Anchor 
mills of that company havin.g left their 
looms. The action is paitly in sympa- 
thy with tbe effort ot the Olneyville 
strikers to abolish the two-liK>m sys- 
tem and partly on account of the griev- 
an<^< s which are said to exist in. the 
local miilSk Tbe strike attects both 
tbe Anchor mills in this place and the 
Anchor mills and the Granitevillr. 
where goods are finished, and throws 
about 800 out ot employment at tbe 
latter placa 

Boston Strike Ended. 
Boston, March 14. — Tbrougb tbe 
united efforts of represeatativea of 
the great mercantile bodies of the 

city. secondcHl by the chief e.vecutives 
of the city and state in conference 
with the recognized leaders of organ- 
ized labor, tbe great strike of freight 
handlers and kindred trades, repre- 
sented in the Allied fVeight Transpor- 
tation council, was broken. Fully 
20,000 men who had been Idle tor four 
days bare gone to work. Tbe demand 
ot the freight handlers forbidding their 
membership to unload teams eve < pt at 
their own option and riik was acceded 
by the New York, New Havea and 
Hartford road. 

Strike Renewed. 
Boston. March 14. — The 'longshore- 
men and freight handlers have renew- 
c-d tflie strike, refusing to work unless 
tbey are Uken back 'in a body. 

Strike at St. Louis. 

St. Louis. March 14. — According to 
the strike cider issued by the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Painters. Dec- 
orators and Paperhangers, every mem- 
ber of the organization in St. Louis 
stru-ck for his wages. About 1,4{I0 men 
are afl^cted. The purpose ot the 
union is to Inaugurate a new -wage 
scale callicg for an Increase of 60 
cen s a day for eight hours' work The 
present scale Is $3 a dav. At a meet- 
ing of the .Master Fa r;ers' association 
it was decid<(^d to ignore the demand 
for the proposed Increase. 

Woolen Mills Tied Up.

Senator Blackburn has recently re- 
ceived many complaints from firms deal- 
ing in bloegrass seed in Central Ken- 
tucky to the efi'cct that other Arms are 
largely importing the inferior Canadian 
hluegraos seed and mixing it with the 
Kentucky product to such an extent as 
to seriously injure the trade. The Sena- 
tor communicated with the Agricultural 
Department upon the subject and has 
received tbe fc^wing letter in reply : 

The departiasmt has bstn ■tadylnatlM matter 
of adnlteratton of Xsntueky blasgnns aeea. 
and then is no doubt of Um asittenos of this 
practice. So far as wt ars aUa to laain, moat of 
the adulteration is done in dties, not from the 
blnegraM region of Kentucky, bnt adulterated 
seed has also been sold in other places. The 
crop of Oa n ad i aa blnaatsM scad, which is used 
as tbe adnlteradt, amounti to TOO^no pound* per 
year ;of thia amount, it la estimated that between 
one-half and two-tbiids is shipped to the United 
States. Tbe legltimete demand for this seed !■ 
small, probably not to exceed '-'> i"» imiuihIs tlio 
remainder being pretiumably wscil for «ila!tir»i 
iiu the Kcnturkyswd. The simpli'st way to meet 
lbi~ will tio to Impost' an impi^rt duty of :> ceut- 
per pounil cm the ( aiiHdiaii si'. 'I. Ii the liiity i.s 
placed (111 thi~ sceil i> woulil 1a' ilesirable to make 
Nonic provision liy whli h mixed scfd (ontainlni;

Three of tbe oil wells near Ragland

The oil development iu Ragland fields 
in Bath County is attracting the aljten- 
tion of tbe ontaide world, and new capi- 
tal is coming in every day with a view to 
securing some of the rich tinds which 
are known to be in and around the little 
mountain town of Yale, in the extreme 
southeastern part of the county. There 
are fourteen independent companies drill- 
ing in that field, and severd more are 
trying to secure leases. Guffey &. Galey, 
the Pittsburg magnates, have drilled 
twenty-one wella, all producers, averaging 
250 barrels a day. The l icking Valley 
Oil and Gas Company has sunk eight 
wells along tbe river bank, all producers, 
which will average 226 barrels per day.

VKNERABLB JAMES JACOBS. 



Feraer Kesident of Maysville Died at Car- 
lisle Aged 1)7 ¥ears-Te Be BirM 
Here SaiMjr. 



The venerable Jamea Jacobs died Fri- 
day morning at 10 o'clock at the home of 
his daughter Mrs. W. S, Dudley, of Car- 
lisle. His critical condition waa men- 
tioned in Fridty's Bri i.KTiv, the news of 
his death coming just after we went to 
press. 

Mr. Jacobs was born in 1S0.>, and had 
consf ri'iently reached the advanced age 
of ninety-seven years. He was born in 
Prince William County, Va., and in 1826 
eame to Maysville with his three broth- 
ers, John, I. -wis and Benjimin, the four 
engaging in the manufacture of plows, 
their ahops for a time being on Fourth 
street, just west of Plum. They built 
the four brick residences on the south 
aide of Third, Jnat west of Plum, and 
these buildings were long known as 
"Jacobs' Row." Mr. Jacoba was the tint 
to take plows to the South, and thia firm 
in course of time built up a big trade in 
that territory. 

The latter years of his life were spent 
in Flemingsburg and Carlisle. His wife 
was Martha, daughter of Joseph and 
Nancy Ballin'.rer'i Power. < >f their child- 
ren, only two survive,— Mra. Alex. Cal- 
houn, of this city, and Mn. W. S. Dndlej. 
of Carliale. 

Mr. Jacobs had long been a devoted 
member of the Ironaide Baptiat Church. 

The funeral takes place this after- 
noon at 3 o'( lock at Carlisle. The re- 
mains will be brought here to-night 
and taken to Mrs. Calhoun's reaidence. 
The interment will be Sunday aftamooa 
at L' 'i'cKu'k in the MajratdUe Cemetery.
